. REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 
To the selectmen and voters of the town of Lancaster: 


The undersigned Board of Health respectfully report: That 
the sanitary condition of the town during the past year has 
been good. We have had reported to us three cases of con- 
tagious disease—and these during the past month—being all 
diphtheria: one resulting in death, the other two of mild form. 
In each case care has been taken to prevent its spread. The 
premises have been thoroughly fumigated and we trust there 
will be no further cases. The sewer made last year, drains and 
accommodates the High St. district. There are left but two 
sections that require, at present, new sewers, viz: the short ex- 
tension of about 300 feet to the Mechanic St. sewer, and a sew- 
er to drain Railroad and its parallel streets ‘and to connect with 
Indian Brook sewer. These sewers’should be built the first of 
the ensuing year, as the condition of many of the tenant hous- 
es is dangerous in the extreme, and we are liable to have seri- 
ous typhoid trouble if this is much longer neglected.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 


To the School Committee of the town of Lancaster, Union Dis- 
trict No. 1 submits the following report:— 

During the past year they have maintained five schools, viz: 
ist Primary, 35 weeks; 2d Primary, 35 weeks; Ist Intermedi- 
ate, 36 weeks; 2d Intermediate, 36 weeks; Grammar school,35 
weeks, being 177 weeks in all. In addition to this we have 
paid the tuition of 15 scholars in Lancaster Academy. 

. The attendance average has been as follows:—r1st Primary, 
Spring term, 79; Summer term, 97; Winter term, 83. 

Second Primary —Spring term, 66; Summer term, 48; Win- 
ter term, 53. 

First Intermediate—Spring term, 55; Summer, 53; winter, 
48. 

Second Intermediate—Spring, 41; Summer, 37; Winter, 38. 

Grammar—Spring, 33; Summer 38; Winter, 39. 

There has been in attendance at the several schools during 
the year, 191 boys and 200 girls, making 391 different pupils, 
all of whom were instructed in reading; 348 in spelling, 274 in 
penmanship, 274 in arithmetic, 252 in geography, 125 in gram- 
mar, 125 in history, 125 in physiology, 125 in drawing, 58 in 
composition, 39 in book-keeping.
